A goodly number attended the an- 
nual curlers church service in the 
United Church Sunday evening and 
were greatly interested in Rev, Cor- 
coran’s address, who took for his text, 
Philippians 3; 14,

A MARVELOUS CAMERA 


Another triumph of modern photo. | 
graphy is seen in » new camera, which‘ 
the flow of air currents set in motion | 
by the engine of airplane. The in-| 
vention is based on the fact that heat- 
ed air reflects rays of light. 

The new camera, devised by Baron 
T. Shiba of Japan, head of the Tokyo 
aeron:uticry research institute, is a 
very complicated piece of apparatus, 
containing 120 mirrors, and records 
20,000 exposures a second. When re- 
producted on a screen as a_ slow 
motion picture the most amazing re- 
sults are secured. 

In one of his experiments the Bar- 
on photographed an electric light 
bulb being shattered by a pistol bullet. 
The bullet appeared to float toward 
the bulb, gently touching it as the 
tragments leisurely broke apart. Such 
experiments are not, new, but results 
secured with this latest camera are 
said to exceed anything of the kind 
hertofore attained. 

T.king pictures of air currents is 
getting photography to a pretty fine 
focus. Maybe some day, as has been 
already suggested, they will be able 
to photograph our very thoughts.

FLYING TO MECCA 


It was with something akin to a 
shock that the Christian world heard 
of the advent of the railroad into 
Jerusalem some years ago.
